DETAILED ACTION 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

On the Applicants' Remarks dated January 21, 2009 by Robert P. Hoag, Claims 
1-2, 5, 7 and 11 are listed as cancelled claims. However, Claims 1-2, 5 and 7 are still on 
the list of amended claims and should be listed as cancelled claims. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 1-2, 5 and 7 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 3-4, 6, and 8-1 0 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding Claim 3, Barboza et al. (US Patent No. 5,468,397) reference 

discloses the reactor according to claim 2 except for the vessel the filter cartridge has 
an intermediate bottom that separates the filter cartridge into a lower chamber and an 
upper chamber and a one way valve. K.E. Humbert, JR. (US Patent No. 3,184,062) 
reference discloses a similar filter cartridge with a one-way valve. However, the reactor 
of Barboza et al. cannot be modified to replace the filter cartridge (200) with the filter 
cartridge of K.E. Humbert, Jr. to meet the limitations of Claim 3. 
Claims 4, 6 and 8 are dependent claim of Claim 3.

Regarding Claims 9 and 10, Barboza et al. (US Patent No. 5,468,397) reference 
discloses the claimed limitations except for the vessel comprising an exhaust which is 
connected to the means for delivering the gas such that exhausted gas can return back 
into the vessel. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
